line road, 

All farmers and hunters are re- 
quested to be at the starting lines 
at 1:30 pm., then walk slowly and 
watch carefully, and head for the 
Rodney Ridge Farm to finish the 
drive in a hay field north of the 
farm buildings before sundown. 

Captains will be on corners and 
centre points to help all hunters 
get organized. The east line will 
start two miles west of Didsbury. 
The west line will run from Aug: 
Krebs’ farm north to Fred 
Moore's hill. 

Only shotguns will be allowed, 
and everyone is asked to turn out 
ind make the hunt a real success.

The Alberta Fish and Game As 
sociation has issued a statement 
on the number of predator crows 
and magpies taken by the various 
Fish and Game Associations in the 
Province in the spring and early 
summer campaign which closed on 
June 80, and the first eight lead 
ing organizations are situated be- 
tween Calgary and Wetaskiwin, in- 
dicating that the Associations in 
this area have shown the greatest 
interest in predator birds and their 
destruction, 

The Didsbury Fish and Game As 
sociation was in seventh place this 
year, with 5,244 crows and mag: 
pies, 

A total of 136,818 pairs of crow 
and magpie feet were received in 
the campaign for the whole Prov: 
ince, and the totals for the first 
{ten Associations are as follows:
